POSITIONS OF THE BELLIGERENT ARMIES. 


The cable despatches published tbte morning re­ 
port some of the positions occupied by tho opposing 
forces. Of tho places mentioned the mort importnnt 
at the present moment Is 
SAAR I,01T19, 
which the French are reporto 1 to be bon.tarding. 
Tho town is much smaller than 
aarbruck, having 
less than flvc ttíónsand inhabitants. 
It is, however, 
of far more importance as a strategic position, 
threatening os it does tbe flank of an army moving 
upon Treves or upon Heunklrchen. 
It Is situated on 
the left bank of the .Saar and Is csHentially a French 
place. 
Foumled by Louis XIV. It was strongly forU- 
fled by Vnnhaa and remained In possessloá of 
Franco till 1816, when, with a great deal of ottior 
territory, the allies tranaferrod the place to Prussia. 
Bcre Marshal Ncy, thO “Jiravesl Of the b ra v e ,w a s 
bom. Baar Louis Is strongly forliflod, bat can be 
commanded by artillery, and is not Impregna­ 
ble to assau lt 
Nevertheless It is very streng 
and If well defended may delay 
the 
French 
army some days. It lies thirty miles south-south­ 
east of TrCvcs, and ten miles wcst-northweat of 
Saarbruck. From Metz tbe distance Is about thirty 
miles and from the French frsniler about Ove. 8aa^ 
louta Is approached from Franee by three roads, 
two of Which meet near the frontier on the Prwwlan 


Hide, one of these Is airoctiy from Metz and the 
other from Thlonvllle. The third road Is from 8 t 
Avoid, on tho Metz and Manbelm RaUroad. On the 
German side Baar Louis Is connected by roads with 
TrCves, of which it is really an outpost, with Mayenoe 
and wltn Manhehn. Uulees out off by a French force 
moving upon Baarburg from ThionvUle, the Prus­ 
sians, If beaten, can fall back upon Treves.

Baarbruck Is also thirteen miles 
southeast of Boar Louis, an<t if it be true that 
the French are bombarding that pia:e the Prus-

tne first named town. Baarbruck Is connected with 
the right bank of the Baar by a atone bridge. It has 
a populuUon of aboot o.ooo, engaged principally in 
the manufacture of woollen cloths and In mining, 
there being extooslve mines of iron and coal In the 
vicinity. The town was founded In the tenth oento- 
ry, and was given to the Church of Metz by tho Em­ 
peror Henry HI. It was alterwards governed by 
Conutstlll Í880, when It was attached to tbe doeny 
sf Nassau. At one time strongly fortlfled, it became 
an object of attack on the part of the French, and 
was repeatedly taken and retaken. In 1670 Its fOrtl- 
tcations were dismantled. During the wma of Na­ 
poleon It suffered severely, and was annexed to the 
empire. By the treaty of Paris of 1816 tho place was 
ceded to Prnssla, by whom It ban since been held. 
As a military poeltlon It is not formidable, 
NBITBI’RO, 
In Rhenish Bavaria, la a small vlllaare on the Rhine, 
some flfleen miles southeast of Landau, and leas 
than ten miles from the French fortifled olty of Lau- 
icrburg. It Is also wlihiu easy dlsUnce of Carls- 
ruhe. Here a Prussian force is also reported to be 
stationed, but tbe place has no strategical Imj'or- 
tance whatever. 
RASTADT, 
Where the soldiers of Baden are ooncentrating, is 
one of tne stronghoids of Buuth Germany, aitbougU 
the town Itsciris quite iDsigniflcant, the pepuiatlon 
hardly exceeding s u thousand. Its fortiiioatlons, 
however, are of great extent a^<^ i;(imen|0 strengto. 
Rastadt is sltiiated in fiaden, on the rlirht bank of 
the Khlne, fourteen miles south-eouthweet of Carla- 
rube, and Is on tbe Basle and Manheim Railroad, it 
In about ten miles southeast of Lauterburg and 
thirty mites northeast of Strasburg, but has no di­ 
rect road uniting it with either place. In 17U a 
treaty of peaoe was ooncluded at Rastadt between 
France 
and 
Austria, 
by Prince 
Eugene 
and 
Marshal Vlllars, thereby ending the war of the 
Bpanish succession. In 1797 a congress, oompoeed of 
plenipotentiaries from France aud Germany, met to 
negoUate a treaty of peace. 
Their session lasted 
until 1799. On Its dlssolutloe the French plenipoten­ 
tiaries, Roberjeot and Bonnier, started on their re­ 
turn to France and were assassinated by Austrian 
cavalrymen when a short distance from the city. 
The present fortifications of Rastadt were com- 
meucod In 1841. In 1849 the garrlsou mutinied and 
the town had the honor of being tbe last place held 
by the German republican revoluUonlst. Under the 
leadersktp of Mierostawski it held out for a time 
gainst tne forces commanded by the Prince of Prus­ 
sia, but finally surrendered. Blnce then Its fortlUca- 
tloHS bave been vigoroosly pushed forward and are 
now exceedingly strong.

Besene, and Death in A nstraha. 


The following outline of the sad story ot a citizen 
of New Jersey appears much Uke tbe roinanuo tales 
fouDd in our sensation weeklies; hot the narrative Is 
ueverthelesB true, as the distressed family of the ad­ 
venturer, who stiu 
reside In Jersey City, can 
lestlfy :- 
Twenty years ago a gentleman In moderate oir- 
cumstances, living In Jersey City, determined to try 
bis luck lu China. Accorulugly he Invested most of 
bis capital la goods suited for that m arket and em- 
barked on board a ship bound for Hong Kong via 
UvorpooL HU family, coasiating of his wile and 
several children, were left witU sufficient means for 
their m aintenance unUl hia return, which was ex­ 
pected to be within four y ean . The ship on board 
Which our jtrseym an was a passenger had a fine run 
to UverpooL where she completed her lading, and 
then started oa a long voyage to Chlaa. Once oaljr 
did the family of Me Jeraeynian hear from him after 
leaving Liverpool, and that was by a letter leceivod 
by a ship which spoke the Jerseynun’s craft after 
rounding the Cape of Good Hope. Months pasted 
by and no furttior news ot tho ship. She never ar< 
rlvod at Hook Eong, and nearly a year atier her do- 
parlare irom Liveri>ool her captain rcinroed to that 
port with the sad U ’o of her 
rOVNDUINO IN HID OCR AN, 
and his own escape, with most of his crow and pas­ 
sengers. from a fearftil death. The Jerseym an was 
not among the saved. A dreadful storm, which 
couUnued many days, drove the ship far out ot her 
coun-e to tho southward, and flnaUy. after loMng all 
her spars, sue went down, giving her crew barely 
time to lower the boais before the noble vessel made 
her flusl plunge. The boats containing the captain

AusiralUi dropped anchor during a night in March 
last, in a cove near the hut occupied by the Jenwy- 
man, and iielng the first to dlsuover her he seized 
a canoe and paddled off to her before any of the na­ 
tives were astir. So long had he been among the 
savages that be bad lost nearly every recollecUon of 
his origin, and had forgotten his native langoage. 
After galntug tbe deck of the schooner he was lor 
some time uhable to articulate a word, and only after 
a copious flood of tears had reUeved him was the 
strong m an able to utter the simple word “home.” 
FlnaUy, after many efforts, he made the captaia un- 
destanU his story, which so aOboted the noble- 
hearted saUor that he at once weighed anchor and 
sailed for Melbourne, where be arrived after a short 
passage. 
TBR LAST 8CRNB OF ALL. 
Here tbe Jerseyman was kindly oared for by the 
authorities, but being too unweU to take passage by 
the first steam er to Uonoiuln and Ban Francisco, he 
sent the letter contaimng tbe Joyful tidings of hts 
safety. Last week a letter, in a mourning envelope, 
from Melbourne was received by the Jersey m an’s 
family, it was from a city official, and coutained 
m e sad tidings of the wanderer s death. 
After 
twenty years of hardship and slavery, jnst as he 
was ready to embark for his long coveted home, he 
was called to take a longer, more dreaded Journey, 
and m that far-off land, and among straugers, but 
among Christians, hts spirit took Its flight.

Fish are scarce, tne weat her 
lias been thick, and In addition to all the English 
government has forbidden them to buy bait within 
ihelr Jurisdiction. A man-of-war is cruising on the 
ground off Grand Manan island, and every vessel is 
boarded. The threatened penalty is forfeiture of the 
vessels and tackle. This is a serious m atter to tbe 
fishermen, and renders their busmess rather preca­ 
rious. To reach the nearest American port aud re­ 
turn to the grounds with bait will, with fair sailing, 
consume two days, and if they do not carry Ice the 
bait by tliat time will be nearly onflt for use.

Our cable despatches 
from the differeut European centres are, how­ 
ever, abundant and suggestive. 
The confla­ 
gration is not yet, but the conflagration is 
scarcely any longer to be doubted. 
On the 
part of Prussia and on tbe part of France 
preparations for war are carried on with 
amazing rapidity and on a scale of magnitude 
which revives the memory of the wars of the 
first Nspoleon, and which reminds us all of 
our own doings in the hottest days of oar late 
civil war. 
In both countries hundreds of 
thousands of men are moving towards the 
Rhine. 
At any moment we may learn that a 
great battle has been fought—a batüe not 
decisive, but giving us a foretaste of the 
gigantic and deadly nature of the strife. 
Meanwhile the various Europesn Powers are 
ranging themselves, synipstbotloally at least, 
on the side of one or the other of the intending 
combatants. 
Few hare bad any anxiety 
about tbe possible course which Spain or 
Italy or Swltcerland or Belgiom or HolUnd 
would take. 
It haa net been thought that any 
one of these Powers would, unless forced, 
take any aotive part la the impeoding strag­ 
gle. 
Tbe question has been whether by any 
possibility Russls and Great Britain could or 
would be dragged into the conflict. Bither or 
both of those Powers becoming active parties 
in the strife, it has been unlversaUy admitted, 
the war must assame proportions not safe to 
Umit. 
We cannot si^y that either Great 
Britain or Russia has actually taken sides; 
but we are now no longer permitted to doubt 
that in certain emergencies both will draw the 
sword. 
Yesterday immense excitement was created 
in London and Liverpool, in other commercial 
centres in B o r ^ , and even here, by tbe 
annouficement t£at Russia Lad pronounced in 
favor of Prussia, and that she was already 
mobilizing her army. 
Later news confirms 
the announcement. 
In London and Liver­ 
pool this news bad a paralyzing effect. 
The 
London papers of yesterday leaJ'e us no room 
to doubt the sentiment of Great Britain. 
The 
Poif tells us that “any violation of Belgian 
territory ends England’s neutrality." Another 
cable despatch baa it that Lord Lyons, the 
British Minister in Paris, has been in commu­ 
nication with the Duke de Grammont, and that 
he haa demanded that the soil of Holland be 
considered neutral 
In another place we have 
shown how difficult it will be for the two con­ 
testing parties to keep away from the Nether­ 
lands, the time-honored battle ground between 
North and Boutb, and how closely the honor 
of Great Britain will be touched if the neu- 
traUty of either of tbe little kingdoms is vio­ 
lated. 
The London rtmM, which is always a 
safe index of the dominant British sentiment of 
the hour, very empbatioaUy obsrges Prance 
with having, “without a shadow of excuse, 
plunged Europe Into a war Of which no person 
living may see the end." If these despatches 
prove to be correct it is no longer possible to 
donbt that the struggle already commenced 
may ultimately involve every nation in Europe 
and become the most general and tbe most 
disaslrouB in the whole history of mankind. 
So long as the other great Powers remained 
silent and inactive it was permitted us to con­ 
template tbe approaching contest ia the light 
of a great duel. Now, however, it seems we 
must look less exclusively to France and Prus­ 
sia, and enlarge our horizon so ss to include 
the whole of Europe. 
In what circumstances is Russia likely to 
interfere? Possibly if France attempts to 
force either Spain or Italy into active allianoe. 
Cerlainly if Austria joins France. 
Certainly, 
too, if France comes out of the struggle suc­ 
cessful and attempts to remodel the map of 
Europe. 
Russia gave France full opportunity 
in Italy. 
She was not unwilling that the 
Hapsburge should be driven from the penin­ 
sula. 
She has not taken any interest in the 
affairs of Spain. 
Sooth of a certain line 
France, so far as Russia was concerned, 
might do what she liked. 
But north of a cer­ 
tain line France must be taught she may not 
meddle. 
Even in the event of France win­ 
ning the glories of another Jena Russia will 
not permit France to 
annex 
the Rhine 
provinces, at least not without tbe sanction of 
a European congress, and probably not at all 
without adequate compensation. 
As we have 
said already Great Britain cannot see Bel­ 
gium and Holland overrun. She was a power­ 
ful party to the treaty of Vienna which 
guaranteed tbe independence of the kingdom 
of the Netherlands. 
Later, in 1881, she was 
a principal party to the division of the Nether­ 
lands and the establishment of the little king­ 
dom of Belgium. 
Should 
the rights of 
Belgium In any sense be trampled upon she 
must draw the sword or lose her honor. 
If her allies, beosuse they are weak, are to be 
left (0 their fate, she must abrogate her right 
to rank with the great Powers. 
Besides this 
there ore ot^ier po8BÍbi]^tí|S| 
wych 
could 
BOilrceiy fa^ to 
Britaiq 
the BtrO'c. 
She will aim at doing the carrying 
trade of the world, and in doing this she 
must get into trouble with one or other of tbe 
contending Powers. 
Great Britain and Russia 
in the conflict and on tbe same side, Fiance 
would find herself in a most awkward position. 
On herself alone she wonld be compelled to 
lean. 
The oftly possible allies in such a case 
would be Italy and Spain, 
But Italy at heart 
is opposed to France, and Spain is cold, if not 
absolutely powerless. 
The prospect is dark and perplexing. 
It is, 
indeed, difficult to see the end. 
It is clear 
that Germany is a unit as against France and 
that Napoleon will appeal to South Germany 
in vain. 
It is clear that with the single excep­ 
tion of Denmark, which unfortunately bears a 
grudge against Prussia, France goes into this 
war without the sympathy of the nations of 
tbe European Continent. 
But it is not clear 
that a victory over Prussia would do either 
France or Napoleon any good. 
Should France 
come o it of this struggle only second best, 
what then would hinder the establishment of 
the Gorman empire, with the King of Prussia 
at its head ? 
What could save the Bonaparte 
dynasty? 
woqjd h^der 
from occupying ftome f What would become 
of tbe Pope ? 
Then, again, Constantinople. 
But wLerefore multiply questions ? Verily, the 
situation is perilous. 
Wo see the beginning, 
but we cannot see the end. 
It is for us to l>«

the purpose of enacting such laws, in view of 
tbe extraordinary state of affairs in Europe, 
as wiU give American shipping and tbe Ameri­ 
can flag an opportonity to resume their former 
position on the 
seas. 
The 
Indications 
are that Great Britam will soon cease 
to be a neutral Power. 
In this event the 
United States will have the broad maigin of 
tbe ocean for the oanying trade to herself. 
It 
is a lamentable foot that we are not ii^a posi­ 
tion to assume that place. 
Our merchant 
marine is miserably small. 
It has been 
allowed by infomous laws to dwindle down 
almost to nothing. 
We cannot carry our own 
commerce In American bottoms; and yet 
now the splendid opportunity offers to carry 
the commerce of all Europe as well as our 
own. 
Let us have a law enabling foreign 
ships to carry the American flag, and in one 
week after its promulgation the ocean will be 
doited with iron steamers carrying the Stars 
and Stripes at their peak. 
Let os look at the 
list of foreign iron built stoamers now afloat. 
Let us glance at their locations and their ton­ 
nage, as we will group them in the accompany­ 
ing Uble, and we shall see what a splendid 
fleet we would have on the ocean, carrying the 
products of the two continents in spite of war 
and turmoil and hostile alliances. 
Every one 
of them—twenty-eight flue Iron vessels, mea- 
soring a total tonnage of 72,185 tons—would be 
topping the waves of the Atlantic under the 
American flag as soon os the news reached 
them that Congress bad authorized them to 
carry the ensign of the republic and guaran­ 
teed them security under it .— 
steamer.

Th* 8toaaUMi aad Its CvsiFileaMMS. 
France’s demand that tbe South German 
su tes should declare forthwith their relaüons 
to tbe belligerent Powers seems to be fully 
answered by the fact that a son of the King of 
Prussia has gone to Munich to take command 
of the foroes of the South German SUtes. 
These SutM havejbilherto agreed to such 
relations witb Prussia that, whUe they have an 
independent existoncf 
dwiag peace, they 
ftiminh a oontingent to her armies In case of 
war. 
llils arrangement was one of the first 
facto following the trlamph of Prussia in 1866, 
which opened the eyes of France to the foUy 
of which she bad been gnUty in standing stiU 
whUe Prussia destroyed the Germanic cha­ 
racter of Austria. 
Now this arrangement 
oomea Into the foreground as a point of 
primary importonoe, since It presents all Ger­ 
many as oppoaed to France, and oonverto from 
nentrai territory the whole Une of the Rhine 
from BMe to the Main. 
From obeerrations 
made in Paris it wonld also appear that there 
is no satiafootory oevtoiaty about the neutraUly 
at tbe other extranity e< tbe frontier. 
It Is 
noted that the men ia oommand of the 
Belgian 
frontier 
forces' are 
both per- 
senaUy iaimloal to the French go 
and that <«M of them Is notastrangw to the 
influence of the anti-Prenoh intrigues of Prus- 
sls. They are therefore tba sort of men who 
might not be slow to take any stop that would 
compel France to invade Belgian territory; 
and If France should do this behold the decla- 
raUon from E n g lsnd-“Any violation of Bel­ 
gian territory ends England’s 
nentraUty.” 
Now such a decIaraUon is likely to insure in 
Belgiom oonduot that wUl compel England to 
come into the struggle; for the anti-Nspoleoalo 
sentiment is very earnest among the Belgians, 
and they would rejoice to see England once 
more arrayed among the armed opponents of

had 
seoorod 
her

the 
20th of July” before any movements had been 
made she would probably have met France 
here, and we should have had a battle on tbe 
Saar, perhaps not far from Saar-Louis. 
But 
Prussia was not ready, and thenoe, indeed, the 
only operation yet reportod—that, namely, at 
Forbaoh, also within tbe above triangler. 
For- 
bach is tbe first station from Ssarbmck, on tbe 
line of ran between Saarbruck and Metz, and 
because Prussia was not ready to meet France 
in force, and becanse it was apprehended that 
France might at once, using the rail, occupy 
the Rhine, a smaU force was sent forward to 
destroy the road at Forbaoh, on French soli. 
Thus the Prasslans really delivered the first 
blow, and this or the unreadiness of France 
has enabled them to occupy Saarbruck before 
the advance of the French even to the fron­ 
tier. 
The despatch which informs us of the 
occupation of Saarbruck by the Prussian 
troops gives no intimation of their force; but 
frnm the fact that the movement of three 
bodies is reported—two on the frontier and 
one behind, in Hesse Darmstadt—it seems safe 
to infer that there is to be a considerable con­ 
centration of Prussian troops where France 
directly threatens by her oonoentration at 
Metz. 
The next Sadowa may lie, therefore, in the 
space included between the Rhine and Mo­ 
selle and a line from Metz to Strasburg. Ras- 
tadt, where the troops furnished by Baden are 
now in camp, is on the Rhine, a hundred miles 
below Strasburg; and doubtless the other 
parts of the South Gierman contingent, of which 
the Prnssian Prince Frederick Charles takes 
command, are in motion towards a point not 
far distant fr-om that. 
With all this concen­ 
tration towards the same district a battle there 
becomes hourly immioent, for a battle seems 
just here a necessary preliminary to any other 
operation, since no French army could invade 
Prussia on a line within this theatre and leave 
an unwhipped Prussian army in its rear, nor a 
Prussian army invade France and leave the 
French forces in its rear. 
But a great b attle - 
one involving a large proportion of the armies 
of either Power—fought to a decisive result in 
this theatre of war, leaves the territory of the 
vanquished open, and may, therefore, decide 
the war. 
And this, at least in Europe, seems 
to be the tendency of the modern system of 
warfare—to make the issue of a single great 
battle conclusive of national differences.

The Minster of Foreign 
Relations, looking at the matter from a 
patriotic aa well as a pbilosopbic standpoint, 
has no doubt come to the conclusion that if 
to die for one’s oountry is sweet to suffer 
for the same object cannot be very disagree­ 
able. 
He is willing, at all events, to try if 
report speaks truly. 
So far there are three Riuhmon ls in tlie field 
who have already shown their hands ; but we 
cannot lose sight of the fact that open revohi- 
tion exists in almost every State throughout 
the repoblio.

Theee means they adopt to 
secure their ends. It is needless to say that 
SQoh men would be unfit to wield tbe powers 
of government. 
The first duty of a citizen is 
compliance with bis country’s laws.

able passions and lust for power and the 
emoluments it brings with it. 
There are three 
aspirants in tbe field already. How many more 
there may be before tbe campaign is fairly 
inangnrated it is impossible tu say. The Vegas, 
the Cadenas, the Agulrres, the Martinezes 
and other free and independent revolution­ 
ists have each their claim for honor, place and 
power. 
The present is a most proper time for 
them to awake, arise and put their claims for­ 
ward, or forever after hold their peace.

E letea y a w ago he joined 
kis arm s with ihose oí Italy against Austfla, and we 
well know tbat Bavoy and Nice were wceivert by 
k im ln payment for his services. 
Ana iuur years 
ago Luxemburg fonnea a bone ol contention 
wbtch n a r ly led to a rupture bet'veen Prussia and 
France and to an opportooity lor the French Em­ 
peror to extend bis sway to the left bank of Hie 
Ahlne, which every Frenchm an considers to be the 
legiUmato eastern boundary ol bis country. 
The 
llrat empire extended thttlier, aud the present ruler 
«eems intent upon carrying the frontier of the sec- 
•u d there also. But one sorlons obstacle to this 
desire are the stipulaUons contained In the treaties 
^ M e d upon la the Congress of Vienna and in the 
dellnite treaty of Paris of 181S, which nave not In- 
ai>tly been termed '‘Tlie title deeds of Burope.” That 
Napoleon chafes under these treaties there can be 
BO doubt; for a few years ago, In t.^e remarkable 
kpeech be made a t Anxerre, he so tor neglected to 
ausUlD hts character for tacitom lty as to desig 
Bate them as <‘detestable.” These noted diplomatic 
docom enu were then supposed to settle the “ balance 
• r power” in Eurooe,bnt the revolutionary events of 
18J0 and 184á and the Italian aud Gorman wars have 
alnce caused them to beuooie lituc better than waste 
paper. 
And now Napoleon has e.xhlbitcd a desire to wield 
kliiisclf (ho weaiioDs whi^h weie directed aaainst 
France by the allied Powers, and so under the plc.a 
of tho Dtcesslty of sustaining the balance of power, 
determ ined to prevent a Prussian prtncB from ob- 
taln lag a Kponish crown.

The readi­ 
ness with which he has taken umbrage lu m atters 
grow ing out of this quoBLiou seems to ludicate that

would tii.ve been found for crosslug swords with Uic 
great German Power. 
In view then, ol the pre.sent attitude of attoirs and 
«f the events tbat may ensue, the new spaper reader 
an d the student of utstory wUl be Interested in on 
account of the great treatliw which ie«t to the terri­ 
torial (.ettlement of Europe, and which, more or less, 
yor above half a century have regulated the political 
action of European natlona We therefore give in 
these colnnrms, in the form <rfa connected narrative, 
to e closing events of the great Napoleonic war, tlie 
negotiations for peace, and the results as embodied 
In these treaties.

On that day, April 1, the members of the .Senate

The Diet was not long lu 
coming to a concluslou on these weighty points, aud 
on the 8th maJo a decree that the treaty of alliance 
between the nineteen cantons should be stgaed aud 
sealei as a true lederal couveuUon. 
By this act of oonfederaUou the canton* reclpro 
cally guaranteed each other’s oonstttuuon. In Its 
arUcies It appuintcd a co:itlugent of irooiis to be 
raised in the propurttou of two me i in every hun­ 
dred, and am oundug to a total of 30,0bo, but subject 
to revision in tne following year; levied a contri­ 
bution on the cantons for the expenses of war and 
of the confederal loa: established a trousury, aud 
decreed tnat in case of danger, Internal or external, 
eaoh canton Hhauld be entlcted to claim the a.d 
Hie coufoderates, and that aU duiereuces or olsims 
between canton and canton should bo decided by 
the Confederation. Among other provisions was one 
decidiiig that “there is no lougor any subject In 
bwitzorlond.” The Diet waa to oousist of luneteeo 
momhers, one from each cmiton, ever/ cqntpa Imv- 
Ing a vote by iw deputy.

TUB OONUBB8B OF VIENNA. 
Daring the progress or the great European conflict, 
oonntries inhabited, as we have mentloacd, by nearly 
tuirty-two miUious of people, had been couquored 
from Napoleon or his alUei b / t'ne Powers who had 
cooltaeJd against him. Ehti these countries b)«u 
conquered by the separata ornoB of the respective 
Powers eaoh would have had complete right to 
annex its own peculiar conquest to lu own tem iory. 
in the pr.'sent case, howcvef, the conqnests bad been 
made Jointly lu a war waged for a common parpóse, 
and tho matu business of the Congre.ss of Vienna con­ 
sisted in HO disposing of them as to accomplish the 
objecti ot tho war. 
The preliminary arraagem enn 
made m the secret treaty of Paris decided the fate of

The dispute with regard to the aU-nission of mlu- 
isters to the delibemtions inrnlsnert a key to too 
course which the different Powers were Ukely 10 
take in the approaching negotiations; out a cousid- 
ei-ablo time elapsed before the real divisums ap­ 
peared. However, much was done, In tho flrst in­ 
stance, without any difference ol opinion U king 
place. The m atters arranged in Paris, snch as the 
union of Belgium to Holland, were soon settled; and 
tne-annexation of Norway to Sweden was also at 
once agreed to. In fact, both these unions had been 
already consummated, 
it was likewise as easily

The Emperor Of Russia stoutly Insisted that the 
Gi au'l Duchy of Warsaw should bo ceded to hW em ­ 
pire, as an indemnity for the sacrifices it had made 
and the losses It iiarl sustained daring the war. He 
represented that It would be as much as his crown 
waa worth if he were to return to St. Petersburg 
wttnout having obtotucd some adequate compensa- 
Hou for the sacrifices the nation bad nudergoue, aii>l 
he asserted tnat thePo:es expected a revival of their 
iilonallty either from a union with the Rnsolan 
empire or in a senarate establishment under a 
prm ce of the Imperial family of Rossla. lie added 
weight totbese arguments by the significant hint 
that he hail 300,000 men ready to march at a mo­ 
m ent’s notice; that hts troops already occupied tho 
Whole of Poland, and that, by representing the Rus­ 
sian alliance as the only moans of resto.-ing tbetr 
lost uaHonallty, the whole warlike force of tne bar- 
niatians would soon be ranged 011 ins side. Prussia, 
winch was entirely under Hie influenoe of Russia 
aud owed her a debt of gratitude for deliverance 
from the th raldom of Napoleon, supported th 'se 
prc.enslona, in dolDg which she Imagined th a t she 
was enabled to sapiiort uer own claims. 
DBMANOa op PRUSSIA. 
When the grand alliance was agreed upon It was 
stlpuiaied that Prussia should ho “reiaHtated a t toe 
close of hosHlitIe.-t, in all respects—statist cai, lltiau- 
clul and geogvaphlcal—as It had stood at the com­ 
mencement of the war of 1806, with such additions 
as might be deeiucd practicable.” Prussia now de- 
nianded the rnlfllment of tins promise, and oialmed, 
bed des various pniviuces on the left bank of the 
Rhine, which were at the disposal of the aUles, the 
whole ol Saxony. 
It was lusisted that Prussia 
should bo largely Inderanltled in Gerinany for Uiin- 
sta’s claims of a conslUorable portion *)f Prussian 
Poland to hound her proposed acquisluous on the 
Vistula; ami her MluLstor argued tnat the Interests 
of Europe imperatively demanded that a powerful 
lutorme iiato 8:ate should lie placed between France 
aud Rus.da, and slated that receutdaugcrs clearly 
poiuuid out the side on which additions should be 
muds to her territory. On condition of her demands 
liemg awiulesoed in P rusda was ready to cede to 
Un.-Bla the southern provinces of Poland, and was 
willing to demolish the fonlOcatlons of Thorn and 
DanUlc ill ord T to appease the Jealousy of Wie Ger­ 
man Powers ao the aggrandizement of Russia. 
In 
¡hese changes it was Imlstcd that Prussia would not 
be strengthened tn the same degree as Russia would 
be by Hie ao inlsition of the Grand Duchy of Warsaw, 
aud Austria by Lombardy and the Milanese. F'rance, 
Austria and England wore decidedly opposed to 
tnesc sweeping annexations to tho Northern Powers, 
and they ccntended that the union of the crowns of 
Poland and Uu.ssla on the same head, and the an­ 
nexation of Saxony to Prussia, were contrary to the 
general principles of Jostloo on whtch tho war 
against Napoleon had been maintained. The Empe­ 
ror Alexander had expected the opposition of Eng­ 
land and Austria to ids designs, but be did not loA 
for that of F rance He oonseqnently openly charged 
the Frencli King with black Ingratitude, and his iiis- 
pleasure was ninnifestsd wliliont disguise to M. Tal­ 
ley r.tod; at the same ti.no ho contracted cioso rela­ 
tions with Kiigcnc Ileauhamols, who was then in 
Vienna, and openly espoascd tho cause of M urat in 
oiiposluoD to the bourbon tamiiy in the conccs for 
Hie throne of Naples.

The electorates of Hesse, 
Brunswick and Olde-uburg were roiiored, and every­ 
thing else in Germany was allowed to subsist as a t 
toe lime of the confederation of the Rhine. AU the 
petty princes aud couuu then mediatlaod oominuod 
to be so. Wise regulations were estoblishetl by the 
Uougressfor secnruig the free navigation of too 
great rivers or Enrone, particalarly toe Rhine, the 
Neckar and the Mease, withour, at the same time, 
abrogating the rights of the potentates who were 
Interested tn dues of passage. 
THE GBBMANÍC ÜONFBDBBATÍON. 
We have stated m at it was one of toe etipnlatlons 
of Hie treaty of Paris that a confederation of the 
German .States shou.d toko the place of the anclout 
empire. T iiot irius of this alliauco were agro id 
npcD at the congress of Vicnua, aud Hie act of coii- 
federanon was concluded and signed m th at city on 
the 8th oí June, 1810, beiweeu Hie Emperor of Aus­ 
tria and Hie kings of Prussia, Denmark and tho 
Netherlands, on account of luose portions of their 
possessions which were included lu the German 
Union, and tlilrty-ons other sovcrelga princes and 
toe four free cities of Oermaiiy.

uiacy. The oesstou of Lombardy and Venice to 
Aiistrl^ and of toe Genoese republic to tne kingdom 
of Piedmont, were soon agreed 10 by tne Congrese, 
without m mtodtillcuuy, despite toe earnest rsmon- 
stmnces of toe citizens of the latter commonwealth, 
who p ^ lo n a te ly desired too restoraUon of their 
ancient form of government.

DECLARATION OP TUB ALLIES AOAINST NAPOLEON.: 
When tbe revolt of the French army and toe ap- 
proaching downfall of the throne of Louis XVIII.

Blossom R ock.

A letter signed "Sidney F. Shelbourne,” which 
appeared In the Ukrvld recently, contains ‘‘a 
comparison of the two situations” of Dlo.ssom Rock, 
of San Francl.sco.harbor, and Ilell Gate rock.s, which 
ill some paniculars Is, with reference to the locality, 
Ac., of the former, somewhat incorroct.

tracts from the credit ju,<uly due Colonel Von S< hmldt, 
the able engineer who has succce led where others 
failed to remove “Blossom.” This obstruction to 
navigation in San Francisco harbor was located n 'a r 
Alcatraz (a fortltlod rock), lying directly in mldelmn- 
nel of toe passage of tho Golden Gate or entranco

There were two or three thousand people assem- 


bled at the Buudee Lake, near Paterson, N. J., yes- 
terday afternoon, to witness the races under the 
auspices of the Phunny Phellows' Club, a society 
recently formed, whose object is denoted by its title.

the river. Mr. John Hindle, the president of the 
club, was being taken across the river in a small 
boat, by the incorrigible Bd Bolton, who turned 
over the craft and dumped the "worthy president" 
into Ihe river. This was not in the programme, but 
waa taken in good part, notwithstanding Mr. 
Bimlle's watch was filled with water and (he Die- 
tares were washed ont of some of his greenbacks. 


Alter the appoinlment of Messrs. James Crooks 


and Jonu J. Warren [Recorder of the city) as judges, 
and Ur. Alexander C. Beckivith as referee, the boats 
were placed in line. Every man was carefully blind- 
folded and tne boats were placed bow to the shore, 
the feat was to turn around and reach the-opposite 
shore within a given space, a spot about two hun- 
dred feet in length. Tne following were the entries 
in tins ra.cn:—Messrs. John J. Garrabrant, John Mor- 
gan, Samuel Whitney, William Calull, Freeley Sipp, 
Thomas Stanley and Ed.

Stanley came in 
secoad and Morgan tnird, both further off than Bol- 
ton. None of the others reached the shore. Sipp and 
Oarrabrant snun around in the middle of the stream, 
and al! the others got disgusted and gave it up after 
rowing around for some time and reaching no place 
In particular. The first three were declared the 
victors. 


Tue next was a tub race, in which there were 
fifteen entries. There were -three flags placed upon 
a stump in the middle of the river. Whoever got the 
first flag was entitled to the flrst prize, and so on. 
At the start about half of them turned over, and 
considerable langiter was evoked by the plan which 
had been aaopted by some ot them, of naming their 
tubs on the bottom. 
After repeated upsets the 


majority gave up the contest. William Brown, the 
commander of the tub Wild Duck, was the only one 
who escaped swamping, and he won the first prize, 
a purse of twenty-five dollara James Bone, with 
his Butcher Boy, won the second, fifteen dollars, and 
John J. OarraLraut the third, ten dollars. In the pool 
selling the latter was the "first choice," while the 
two other 3uccess;ul competitors were in the "field." 


The prizes were awarded by Mr. Hindle, in a bom- 
bastic speech, after which the spectators aransed 
themselves looking at the freaks of the "Phnnny 
Pheilows" in the water until, about five o'clock,

Meanwhile the various European Powers are 
ranging themselves, sympathetically at least, 
on the side of one or the other of the intending 
combatants. 
Few have had aaj anxiety 


about the possible course which Spain or 
Italy or Switzerland or Belgium or Holland 
would take. It has not been thought that any 
one of these Powers would, unless forced, 
take any active part in the impending strag- 
gle. The question has been whether by any 
possibility Russia and Great Britain could or 
would be dragged into the conflict. Either or 
both of those Powers becoming active parties 
in the strife, it has been universally admitted, 
the war must assume proportions not safe to 
limit. 
u"e cannot say that either Great 


Britain or Russia has actually taken sides: 
but we are now no longer permitted to doubt 
that in certain emergencies both trill draw the 
sword. 


Yesterday immense excitement was created 


in London and Liverpool, in other commercial 
centres in Europe, and even here, by the 
announcement that Russia had pronounced in 
favor of Prussia, and that she was already 
mobilizing her army. 
Later news confirms 


the announcement. 
In London and Liver- 


pool this news had a paralyzing effect. The 
London papers of yesterday leave as no room 
to doubt the sentiment of Great Britain. The 
Post -tells us that '-any violation of Belgian 
territory eads England's neutrality.'' Another 
•cable despatch has it that Lord Lyons, the 
British Minister in Paris, has been in commu- 
nication with the Duke de Grammojit. and that 
he has demanded thai the soil of Holland be 
considered neutral In another place we have 
shown how difficult it will be for the two con- 
testing parties to keap away from the Nether- 
lands, tbe time-honored battle ground between 
North and South, and how closely the honor 
of Great Britain will be touched if the neu- 
trality of either of tbe little kingdoms is vio- 
lated. The London Timct, which is always a 
safe index of the dominant British sentiment of 
the hour, very emphatically charges France 
with having, "without a shadow of excuse, 
plunged Europe into a war of which no person 
living may sec the end." If tlicse despatches 
prove to be correct it is no longer possible to 
doubt that the struggle already commenced

and become the most general and the mosu 
disastrous in the whole history of mankind. 
So long as the other great Powers remained 
silent and inactive it was permitted us to con- 
template the approaching contest in the light 
of a great duel. Now, however, it seems we 
must look less exclusively to France and Prus- 
sia, and enlarge our horizon so as to include 
tha whole of Europe. 


In what circumstances . is Russia likelv to 


interfere? Possibly if France attempts to 
force either Spain or Italy into active alliance. 
Certainly if Austria joins France. Certainly, 
loo, if France comes out of the struggle suc- 
cessful and attempts to remodel the map of 
Europe. Russia gave France full opportunity 
in Italy. She was not unwilling that the 
Hapsburgs should be driven from the penin- 
sula. She has not taken any interest in the 
affairs of Spain. South of a certain line 
France, so far as Russia was concerned, 
might do what sue liked. Bat north of a cer- 
tain line France must be taught she may not 
meddle. Even in tbe eveat of France win- 
ning the glories of another Jena Russia will 
not permit France to 
annex ths Rhine 


provinces, at least not without the sanction of 
a European congress, and probably not at all 
without adequate compensation. As we have 
said already Great Britain cannot see Bel- 
gium and Holland overrun. She was a power- 
ful "party to the treaty of Yienna which 
guaranteed the independence of the kincdom 
of the Netherlands. .Later, iu 1833, she was 
a principal party to ths division, of the Nether- 
lands and the establishment of the little king- 
dom of Belgium. 
Should the rights of 


Belgium in any sense be trampled upon she 
must draw the s'.vorti or lose her honor. 
If her allies, because they are weak, are to be 
left to their fate, she mast abrogate, her risrht 
to rank with the great Powers. 
Besides this 


there are other possibilities which could 
scarcely fail to drag Great 
Britain into 


the strife. 
She will aim at doing the carrying 


trade of the world, and in doing this she 
must get into trouble with one or other of the 
contending Powers. Great Britain and Russia 
in the conflict and on the same side, France 
would find herself in a most awkward position. 
On herself alone she would be compelled to 
lean. The only possible allies in such a case 
would be Italy and Spain. 
But Italy at heart 


is opposed to France, and Spain is cold, if not 
abloli'tely powerless. 


The prospect is dark and perplexing. It is, 


indeed, difficult to see t'ua end. 
It is clear 


that Germany is a unit as agaiast France and 
that Napoleon will appeal to South Germany 
in vain. It is clear that with the single excep- 
tion of Denmark, which unfortunately bears a 
grudge against Prussia, France goes into this 
war without the sympathy of the nations of 
"the-European Gontiaeut. But it ia not clear 
that a victory over Prussia would do either 
France orNapoleon any good. Should France 
como ont[,of this struggle only second best, 
What thett';jnrald hinder the establishment of 


portion of them where their souls are supposed 
to repose, and not possessing any conception 
of the dignity of the country' for which they 
were elected to legislate, nor-seeing its great 
interests in any intelligent light—this mean

opsning presented to it and the carrying trade 
of the country might be revived, requested 
them respectfully, by special message, to 
remain ia session loug enough to pass such 
laws as would restore to our merchant marine 
the status it bad unfortunately lost during 
our war. A law permitting foreign vessels 
to hoist the American flag would have 
covered the seas with ships bearing the Stars 
and Stripes so long almost banished. Ameri- 
can companies would become propriotors of 
foreign lines then protected by our Bag, and 
the carrying trade of Europe and America, 
which is now blocked up by the war in various 
ports, would be opened at once to vessels 
carrying the American flag. But this Congress 
of oars—surely the stupidest body that ever 
attempted to legislate for a great nation in a 
crisis like the present—did not see the -wisdom 
of President Grant's sngg3stion. They did not 
realize what he sagaciously observed, that the 
opportunity of all opportunities to retrieve p»st 
errors of legislation, and place our shipping 
interests in a finer condition than they ever 
were, had arrived, and that Congress should 
cot adjourn without securing the result. 


There is nothing left for the President now 


but to call an extra session of Congress. 
He 


may give the members thirty days' grace to 
visit their homes and sot the logs rolling for 
another election: but the whole country 
demands of President Grant, almost with one 
voice, that he shall call Congress together for 
the purpose of enacting such laws, in view of 
ths extraordinary state of affairs in Europe, 
as will give American shipping and the Ameri- 
can flag an opportunity to resume their former 
position on the 
seas. 
The 
indications 


are that Great Britain will soon ceasa 
to be a neutral Power. 
In this event the 


United States will have the broad margin of 
the ocean for the carrying trade to herself. It 
is a lamentable fact that we are not in a posi- 
tion to assume.that place. 
Our merchant 


marine is miserably small. 
It has been 


allowed by infamous laws to dwindle down 
almost lo nothiu5. "Wo cannot carry our own 
commerce in American bottoms; and yet 
now the splendid opportunity offers to carry 
the commerce of all Europe as well as our 
own. Let us have a law enabling foreign 
ships to carry the American flag, and in one 
week sifter its promulgation iha ocean will be 
doited with iron steamers carrying the Stars 
and Stripes at their peak. Let us look at the 
list of foreign iron built steamers now afloat. 
Lot us glance at their locations and their ton- 
nage, as we will group them in the accompany- 
ing table, and we shall see what a splendid 
fleet we would have on the ocean, carrying the 
products of the two continents in spile of war 
and turmoil and hostile alliances. Every one 
of them—twenty-eight fine iron vessels, mea- 
suring a total tonnage of 72,135 tons—would be 
topping the waves of the Atlantic under the 
American flag as soon as the news reached 
them that Congress had authorized them to 
carry the ensign of the republic and guaran- 
teed them security under it :—

The Situation and Itu Complications. 
Franco's demand that the South German 


States should declare forthwith their relations 
to the belligerent Powers seems to be fully 
answered by the fact that a son of the King of 
Prussia has gone to Munich to take command 
of the forces of the South German States. 
These States have hitherto agreed to such 
relations with Prussia that, whiTe they "have an 
independent existence 
during peace, they 


furnish a contingent to her armies in case of 
war. This arrangement wag one of the first 
facts following the triumph of Prussia in 1SG6, 
which opened the eyes of France to the folly 
of which she had been guilty in standing still 
while Prussia destroyed the Germanic cha- 
racter of Austria. 
Now this arrangement 


comes into the foreground as a point of 
primary importance, since it presents all Ger- 
many as opposed to France, and converts from 
neutral territory the whole lins of the Rhine 
rom Bile to the Main. From observations 
made in Paris it would also appear that there 
s no satisfactory certainty about the neutrality 
at the other extremity of the frontier. 
It is 


noted that ths men in command of the 
Belgian 
frontier 
forces 
are 
both per- 


onally inimical to the. French government, 
nd that one of them is not a stranger to the 


influence of (he antirFrench intrigues of Prus- 
sia. They are therefore the sort of men who 
might not be slow to take any step that would 
compel France to invade Belgian tarritory: 
and if France should do this behold the decla- 
ration from England—"Any violation of Bel- 
gian territory ends England's 
neutrality.'' 


Now sach a declaration is likely to insure in 
Belgium conduct that will compel England to 
come into the struggle; for the anti-Napoleonic 
sentiment is very earnest among the Belgians, 
and they would rejoice to see England once 
more arrayed among the armed opponents of 
France. Thus it is possible that instead of 
the military operations being confined at the 
frontier to that narrow zone in which French 
and Prussian territory meet, and the flanks of 
either Power being covered by neutral terri- 
tory, the theatre of operations may include 
both the Black Forest and the Low Countries. 


The movements of troops already indicate 


the extension of the theatre of war. 
Hitherto 


attention has been confined to the irregular 
triangle formed by the Moselle, the Saar and 
the line of railroad from Metz. nearly east to 
Manheim, wbicli passes the frontier at Saar- 
bruck. 
Nearly the whole Franco-Prussian 


frontier is within this triangle, and if Prus- 
sia 
had 
secured 
her 
"wait 
till 
the 


20th of July" before any movements had been 
made she would probably have met France 
here, and we should have had a battle on the 
Saar, perhaps not far from Saar-Louis. But 
Prussia was not ready, and thence, indeed, the 
only operation yet reported—thj.t, namely, at 
Forbach, also within the above triangle. For- 
bach is the first station from Saarbruck, on the 
line of rail between Saarbruck and Metz, and 
because Prussia was not ready to meet France 
in force, and because it was apprehended that 
France might at once, using the rail, occupy 
the Rhine, a small force was sent forward to 
destroy the road at Forbach, on French soil. 
Thus the Prussians really delivered the first 
blow, and this or the unreadiness of Franco 
has enabled them to occupy Saarbruck before 
the advance of the French even to the fron- 
tier. Tha despatch which informs us of the 
ocenpation of Saarbruefc by the Prussian 
troops gives no intimation of their force; but 
from the fact that the movement of three 
bodies is reported—two on tho frontier and 
one behind, in Hasse Darmsladt—it seems safe 
to infer that there is to be a considerable con- 
centration of Prussian troops where France 
directly threatens by her concentration at 
Mclz. 


The nest Sadowa may lie, therefore, in the 


space included between the Rhine and Mo- 
selle and a line from Metz to Strasburg. Ras- 
tadt, where the troops furnished by Baden are 
now ia camp, is on the Rhine, a hundred miles 
below Slrasburg: and doubtless the other 
parts of the South German contingent, of which 
the Prussian Prince Frederick Charles takes 
command, are in motion towards a point not 
far distant from that. 
"With all this concen- 


tration towards the sams district a battle there 
becomes houriy imminent, for a battle seems 
just here a necessary preliminary to any other 
operation, since no French army could invade 
Prussia on a line within tliis theatre and leave 
an unwhipped Prussian army in its rear, nor a 
Prussian army invade France and leave the 
French forces in its rear. But a great battle— 
one involving a large proportion of the armies 
of either Power—fought to a decisive result in 
this theatre of war, leaves the territory of the 
vanquished open, and may, therefore, decide 
the war. And this, at least in Europe, seems 
to be the tendency of the modern system of 
warfare—to make the issue of a single great 
battle conclusive of national differences.

The war between France and Prussia will 


be fruitful of spurious reports of army move- 
ments, battles, &c.; and our newspapers which 
do not patronize the Atlantic cable will be 
templed to publish sensational guesses and 
inventions in their vain efforts to anticipate or 
keep np with the telegraph. The readers of 
the HEEAID, it is hardly necessary to assure 
them, will be supplied, as usual, from day to 
day, 
with the latest and most reliable 


despatches from France, Prussia and all parts 
of Europe, subject so far as France may be 
directly concerned, to a little French coloring, 


add the contest for the Presidency. If presen t 
rumors prove correct Juarez will decline the 
honor of a nomination. Not that he is tired of 
serving his country in the elevated position of 
Chief Magistrate, bat he finds that fighting 
against "God and liberty" is too much for 
him.-Juarez made the best stand he could 
against heavy 'odds, but he has had uphill 
work 3uring his term, of office so far. '.General 
Escobedo, however, is willing to become a 
martyr for bis country, and is anxious to fill 
the Presidential chair when Juarez vacates it! 
Judging from the ill favor with which Escobedo 
is regarded in the Northern States, that dis- 
tinguished soldier's chances for support are not 
remarkably good. 
But Mexico, it should be 


remembered, is a free country and an enlight- 
ened and intelligent republic, andnpto°the 
progressive ways of the times, and must, 
consequently, be posted in the laudable 
practice of repeating and ballot-box stuffing 
which have been found to work with good 
effect in more intelligent countries. 
Under 


these circumstances the prospect forEscobedo's 
chances are not so bad. There is another 
candidate spoken of in the person of Porfirio 
Diaz. Diaz is of the Tommy Dodd order of 
men. He goes in to win. If he is not Presi- 
dent of Mexico he may be President of a 
republic comprising a portion of the Southern 
Mexican States, with the republic of Guate- 
mala thrown in. 
Porfirio, who haa a clear 


head and a revolutionary appetite, is now near 
the Guatemalan border, and is suspected of 
fomenting the troubles in that direction. Pos- 
sibly if the Presidency were secured to him he 
might agree to settle present difficulties South 
and appease the Guatemalans, and then 
"call the thing square." Lerdo de Tejada is 
also an aspirant to the high honor of being 
abused, calumniated and otherwise treated in 
that delicate and refined manner in which dis- 
appointed Mexican politicians act towards 
successful opponents. 'The Minster of Foreign 
Relations,'"looking at the matter from a 
patriotic as well as a philosophic standpoint, 
hag ,no doufit coins ifo the conclusion that if 
to die for one's 'epnntry Vis sweet to suffer 
for the same object oannot be very disagree- 
able^ He ia willing, at all events, to try if 
report speaks truly. 


So far there are three Richmonds in t'ae field 


who have already shown their hands; but we 
canno; lose sight of the fact that open revolu- 
tion exists in almost every State throughout 
the republic. 
The leaders of each and every 


one of these are willing to become martyrs and 
presidents. Nay, more; they fight for these 
honors. For this they murder and rob and 
burn and destroy. These means they adopt to 
secure their ends. It is needless to say that 
sach men would be unfit to wield the powers 
of government 
The first duty of a citizen is 


compliance with his country's laws. These 
fellows know no laws but their own ungovern- 
able passions and lust for power and the 
emoluments it brings with it. There are three 
aspirants ia the field already. How many more 
there may be before the campaign is fairly 
inaugurated it is impossible to say. Tho Vegas, 
the Cadenas. the Aguirres, the Martinezes 
and other free and independent revolution- 
ists have each their claim for honor, place and 
power. The present is a most proper time for 
them to awake, arise and put their claims for- 
ward, or forever after hold their peace. Europe 
may be even at this moment on the verge of 
a general war and cannot waste even a 
thought on Mexico, and the United Slates 
feels disposed to address the land of the Mon- 
tezumas in the Congressional language of 
"Shoo, Fly." 
The Mexicans, therefore" will 


have the field all to themselves. They can 
adopt their own tactics and follow them up. 
Such another chance they may not have in a 
long time. With a dozen or so rebellions, two 
or three volcanic eruptions, an earthquake or 
two, pirates on the coast and robbers in the 
interior, an invasion in the North by Texan 
buffaloes and ,an invasion in the South by 
Guatemalan Indians, with these and other 
similar blessings so prized by Mexicans that 
they cannot live without them, all at one 
time, and the name of Mexico, with its volca- 
noes and rebellions, its earthquakes and rob- 
beries, its soldier statesmen and statesmen 
soldiers, will claim a degree of attention which 
she haa never yet realizes. Grsat things 
have come to pass, and it is not too much to 
expect that this should occur in so erratic a 
land as Mexico. 


The Nentmltty at Beldam. 


The peculiar geographical position of Bel-' 


gium, the very general use of tho French 
language in that country and the strong FreccU 
sympathies of a portion of the Belgian popula- 
tion, have induced some "political soothsayers 
to predict that in the course of the actual war 
it may once more become, as it has so often 
been, the battle field of Europe, and that &» 
Belgium has already formed a part of tha 
French empire so it may again be absorbed by 
France if the latter triumphs over Prussia. 
Meanwhile both belligerents are strictly bound 
to respect tha neutrality of Belgium. Never- 
theless this little kingdom is profoundly 
affected by the perturbations of the war be- 
tween its powerful neighbors. Troops ara 
concentrating at Antwerp and at other strate-' 
gic points. The specie in the National Baafc 
at Antwerp has been remoyeJ to the citadel. 
An emission of paper money is announced. 
The interruption of commercial advices from 
abroad in-ponsequenee of the war excitement 
paralyzes the markets at Antwerp. Similar 
indications of the direct pressure of the war 
are witnessed at every other business centra 
in Belgium. As for the majority of tha 
Belgians themselves, their sentiments bave> 
not changfcd since 1886, when the King, 
in opening the new Chambers on November 
13, made the following declaration:—"In the 
midst of the great events which have disturbed 
a great part of Europe Belgium has remained 
calm and confident, deeply impressed with 
the rights and duties of neutrality. This neu- 
trality she will continue to preserve in the 
future as she has done ia the past—with sin- 
cerity, loyalty and strength." Belgium can 
certainly count on the aid of one mighty ally- 
in carrying out her resolution. 
The declara- 


tion of war by France against Prussia had 
scarcely been announced in London when 
extra-official expressions on the part of mem- 
bers of the British Cabinet incited the belief 
tiiat England has peremptorily prohibited by 
protest any military occupation of Belgium by 
France. If either of the belligerent Powers 
should violate the neutrality of Belgium the 
British government cannot forget that Eng- 
land is under the weightiest obligations to 
defend and preserve it. Nor is she less likely 
to fulfil those obligations to Belgium than sha 
was to send promptly to Abyssinia an army 
for ilia relief of a few persecuted missionaries 
and travellers. If England is to be involved 
in the war no stronger motive need be sought 
than in her duty to protect the neutrality of 
Belgium. 


The Gold Excitement in Wall Streer. 
The Gold Room was yesterday the scene of 


an excitement only surpassed in the days of 
our late war and during the culmination of 
the famous gold corner of last 
September. 


The apartment was wedged tight with tho 
brokers, who, in the midst of tlie sweltering 
heat, frantically bid gold up to 123 on the report 
which came second-handed from London that 
Russia had joined Prussia in hostility to France. 
The immediate cause of the advance was tbo 
fe=r that this alliance would stimulate a fur- 
ther decline of our securities in the foreign 
market. 
While there is no doubt that in tho 


derangement of European finances which will 
follow the war our bonds will be the best 
investment 
for 
foreign 
capital, 
and 


that a reaction will certainly ensue in

extremely sensitive by some of the speculative 
foreign bankers, who bought gold and sold our 
bonds at the first sign of war last week. They 
purposely exaggerate the situation abroad aa 
against our securities, in hopes of buying back 
large quantities of bonds which they sold on 
speculation and also to enhance their profit ou 
the gold which they bought so profusely on 
the outbreak of hostilities. War in Europe 
means a profitable market for everything wo 
can ship there. 
When we have overcome tha 


first and very natural depression in our securi- 
ties abroad, arising out of the shifting of 
capital in such a crisis, we shall be the creditor 
country with Europe, and require settlement 
of the balance of trade by shipments of gold 
this way.

At the same time a wasting 
drought in France has shortened her crops 
one-half and reduced the price of her live 
stock to almost nothing, owing lo the scarcity 
of forage; and ths same drought, more or less 
disastrous in its effects^ haa been felt, and still 
prevails, from the Baltic to the Black Sea. 
From these facts it is apparent that there will 
be an extraordinary demand all over Enropa 
for the next twelve months for our surplus 
breadstuff's and provisions of all descriptions. 
We have had a splendid wheat harvest, which 
includes a good harvest of rye, barley and 
oats. Our Indian corn crop, the most impor- 
tant crop of the United States, is now develop- 
ing itself, and the general promise is very 
good. We would say, however, to every far- 
mer concerned, North and South, make and 
save as much of this crop as possible, for by* 
next winter the product of an acre in com 
may bo worth more in cash than an acre's 
yield in cotton. At tho same time, in order to 
guard as far as possible against unscrupulous 
speculators, the Agricultural 
Bureau 
at 


Washington may render an important service 
to the country in ascertaining tho amount of 
our products this year in wheat, corn, pota- 
toes, &c., from reliable sources. All parties

Another Broiling and Fatal Day in 


*he Metropolis. 


"Hiaety-sevea ia the Shade"— A Startling Se- 


.jolt of the Temperature— Atout Sixty Cases 


of SansiokB in Hew York City— The Heat 


and Its Effects on Persons in Brook- 


lyn, Sew Jersey and Slsswhere. 


Another day of almost Intolerable heat was en- 


dured by the people yesterday, and a day of extreme 
suffering and death It proved to be in very many 
cases, as the reports appended will show. Upward 
of sixty cases of snnstroae occurred la this city 
alone, about a dozen, of which proved fatal, while 
Brooklyn and tlie suburban towns each contributed 
their nuota to the list of unfortunates. The average 
temperature was about ninety dezrees, and ninety- 
eight and ninety-nine in the shade was attained lu 
some parts of the city. The light shower at sun- 
down uad a slightly beneficial effect, but the ap- 
pearance of tlie clouds as day faded gave promise of 
warm weather to day,

At this distance it is certainly Im- 
possible to tell now the Cambria reached that posi- 
tion, which bears by compass nearly west-northwest 
from Old Kinsale Head, the starting point of the 
rival schooners. She may have stood up to this 
latitude and longisude on the port tacK, close hauled, 
in which, event it were necessary to have the wind 
at least as far southerly as west-southwest, hair 
west, thus allowing the Cambria to sail within three 
and one-naif points of the wind. 


It would be folly to suppose that the Cambria 


tacked Into any such, position where she was re- 
ported, and It must therefore be assumed that she 
reached tiie point named by a stretch to northward. 


But there la a phase or this problem ia navleation 


that every one familiar with ocean courses will 
readily recognize. It is well known that the Gulf 
Stream, 
which 
takes 
a wide 
circuit 
and 


flows toward the 
western coast 
of 
Iceland, 


is a retarding force 
to all vessels trying 


to make 
way against 
it, and

circle course alluded to above, la a manner gets rid 
of this otherwise insurmountable barrier to fleet 
sailing.

Summed up, the position ot the Cambria is un- 


doubtedly a good one from all that is kuowu at pre- 
sent; but the fact sail remains that she is considera- 
bly out of her track. Of course It is impossible to 
forecast what winds she lias experienced since the 
day sighted, or what course she has shaped or her 
posltionnow. It is enuugn, and it is strictly just to 
say, that she has been doing well.

WILL HISTORY REPEAT ITSELF? 


The events of the past few days plainly Indicate to 


tee world that Napoleon ID. has been spoiling for a. 
. fight with Prussia, and that lie has been determined 
*o let no pretest pass lor embroiling Europe in a 
•war, trusting to good luck, for it to result in terri- 
torial aggrandizement. Eleven years ago he joined 
his arms with those of Italy against Austria, and ire 
Tfell Know that Savoy and Nice were received by 
luznin payment for his services. And four years 
ago Luxemburg formed a bone of contention 
•which nearly letl to a rapture between Prussia anil 
France and to an opportunity for the Freccli Em- 
peror to extend his sway to the left bank of the 
Hhine, which every Frenchman considers to be the 
legitimate eastern boundary oi Bis country. 
The 


first empire extended thither, and the present ruler 
seems inient upon carrying the frontier or Use sec- 
oud there also. But one serious obstacle to this 
flesire are the stipulations contained in the treaties 
decided upon in the Congress or Vienna and in the 
definite treaty of Paris of 1815. which nave not in- 
aptly been termed "The title deeds oi Europe." That 
Xapoleon chafes under these treaties there can be 
no doubt; for a few years ago, in the remarkable 
speech he made at Auxerre, he so far neglected to 
sustain his character for taciturnity 
Bate them as "detestable." These noted aiplomalic 
documents were then supposed to settle the 
of power" in Euroce,bnt the revolut: 
1830 and 184S and the Italian and German wars 
since caused them to become little better than waste 
paper. 


And DOW Napoleon has exhibited a desire to wield 


himself the weapons which were directed aaainst 
Prance by the allied Powers, .",nd so under the plea 
of the necessity or sustaining1 the balance of power, 
determined to prevent a Prussian prince from ob- 
taining a Spanish crown. It is difficult, however, to 
believe otherwise than that jealousy of Prussia and 
the acquisition of the Khenish border were liia 
leading incentives, and his action in the matter has 
more closely resembled the doings or his great 
uncle than any other event or his life. The readi- 
ness with which he Has taken umbrage in matters 
growing out of this question seems to ludicate that 
That being amicably settled some other pretext 
•would have been found for crossing swords with the 
great German Power. 


In view then, ol the present attitude of afliiirs and 


of the events that may ensue, the newspaper reader 
and the stiiaeht of history will be interested in an 
account or the great treaties -which lea to the terri- 
torial settlement of Europe, and which, more or less, 
Tor above Half a century have regulated the political 
action of European nations. We therefore give in 
these columns, In the form of a connected narrative, 
the closing events or the great Napoleonic war. the 
negotiations Tor peace,, and the results -3.1 embodied 
In these treaties. 


NAPOLEON'S FIRST OTBRTIiKOW-

DEMANDS OP PRUSSIA. 


Whan the grand alliance was agreed upon it was 


slipulated tlia: Prussia should be "reinstated at the 
close of Hostilities, In alt ressects—statistical, linaa- 
cUi and geographical—as it Had stood at the com- 
mencement, of thewaroflSOS, with uuch additions 
as might be deemed practicable." Prussia now de- 
manded tne fulfilment of tins promise, and claimed, 
bes.dcs various provinces oa the left, bank of the 
Khme, which were at the disposal or the allies, the 
whole of Saxony. It was insisted that Prussia 
should be largely indemnified in Germany for Rus- 
sia's claims or a considerable portion or Prussian 
Poland to bound her proposed acquisitions on the 
Vistula; and her illnister argued chat the Interests 
of Europe imperatively demanded that a powerful 
Intermediate State should be placed between France 
and Russia, and stated that recent dangers clearly 
pointed out the ?we on which additions should be 
made to her territory. Ou condition of her demands 
being acquiesced in Prussia wis • ready to cede to 
Russia the southern provinces of Poland, and was 
willing to Demolish the fortifications of Thoru and 
Dauuic lii.ordur to appease the jealousy of tiie Ger- 
man Powers ac the aggrandizement of Russia. In 
these changes It was insisted that Prussia would not 
be strengthened in the same degree as RussU would 
be by tiie .'ictinlsitioa of the Grand Duchy of Warsaw, 
and Austria by Lombardy and the Milanese. France, 
Austria and England were decidedly opposed to 
these sweeping annexations to the Northern Powers, 
and they contended that the union of the crowns of 
Poland and Russia on the same lie*], and the an- 
nexation of Saxony to Prussia, were contrary to the 
general principles or justice on which the war 
against Napoleon had been maintained. Tiie Empe- 
ror Alexander Had expected the opposition of Eng- 
land and Austria to hla designs, but be did not look* 
for that of France. He consequently openly charged 
the French King with biaclc ingratitude, and hla dis- 
pleasure was manifested without disguise to M. Tal-

in time brought to a crisis by Vue conclusion, at 
Vienna, on February 3, 181S.

The Knowledge of this treaty Having transpire! it 
produced a considerable modification in the views 
oi the Norther Powers, and led to the others assum- 
ing a bolder tone, and the result was that ilussia 
relinqoished several districts of Poland, comorised 
in the Grand Duchy of, Posen, which were restored 
to Prussia, the latter Power having originally ob- 
tained teem on the partition of that unhappy coua- 
try. After a great deal of negotiacion a treaty was 
concluded ou May 3 between Russia and Austria 
and another between Russia and Prussia, by which 
tlie Grand Uucny ot Warsaw, except the Posen dis- 
trict;

But against these forced concessions the King 
of Saxony, m a note dated Marcli 11, loadlv pro- 
tested, ana objected to any partition being m"a-le of 
his dominions without his being allowed a represen- 
tative at tha Congress. Nevertheless, by the uccis- 
lon of the allies, he was compelled to part ivlth two- 
fifths of his subjects and more than oue-hau' or lus 
territory, and a tre.ity or peace between Prussia and 
Saxony was concluded at Vienna oa the isth o; 'day 
following, when the King of Prussia assumed, osi 
account of lus new provinces, the titles or jUn-ce of 
Saxony, Landgrave or Thurmgea, Margrave ol bolh 
Lusatlas and Count or Heuneberg. such was fio 
late or the King of Saxony, who lud the misfortune 
of being the last of those sovereigns who m the same 
year supported the case of the French Emperor. 


Ou the 22a of May the King of Saxony issued, 
from Saxcnbarg, a valedictory address to the inhab- 
itants or the ceued pare oi his Kingdom, iu willed He 
excused the cession as the only condition by waicii 
he could ootain the restoratiou or the renvunder of 
his hereditary estates; and on the same day the 
King or Prussia promuisaled, at Vienna, a procla- 
mation to the people of Prusdau Saxony, in whicU 
he announced their union to His crown. A week 
previous, on tho 15th, t he latter monarch also issued 
iroin the Austrian capital a proclamation to tne in- 
habitants of ihe Grand Dnchy of Posen, lut'orm'ng 
them or tiie restoration of tiiat Polish province to 
his monarchy. On the SOth of Anril the Emperor

THE SEEitANIC CONFEDERATION. 
We have stated that it was one of the stipulations 


of the treaty or Paris that a confederation or the 
G.srroaa States shoaid taSe the place of rhe ancient 
empire. The terms or this alliance were agreed 
upon at the congress of Vienna, and the act of con- 
federation was concluded and signed In that city on 
the 8th of June, 1815, between the Emperor of Aus- 
tria and the kings of Prussia, Denmark and the 
Netherlands, on account of tliose portions of their 
possessions which were included in the German 
Union, and thirty-one other sovereign princes and 
the four free cities of Germany. Austrian Germany 
formed less than one-third of the Austrian empire, 
while Prussian Germany comprised about two- 
thirds of the kmadom of Prussia. The Grand Duchy 
of Luxemburg was under the sway of the Kin<* of 
Holland, aud Holstem and Lauenburg under that of 
the King of Denmark. Schleswig was not included 
in the union.

Blossom Rock. 


TOTHE EnrroB OP THE HEBitn:— 


A letter signed "Sidney E. Shelbourne," -which 


appeared in the HHBALD recently, contains "a 
comparison of the two situations" of Blossom Rock, 
of San Francisco harbor, ana Hell Gate rocks, which 
in some particulars is, with reference to the locality, 
&«., of the former, somewhat incorrect. It also de- 
' tracts from the credit justly daeOolonel Ton ScTtaxidt, ~ 
the able engineer who has succeeded where others 
failed to remove "B'ossoni." This obstruction to 
navigation iu San Francisco harbor was located near 
Alcairaz (a fortified rocs), lyimr directly in midciran- 
nei of the passage of the Golden Gate of entrance 
(las than a mile in width) from the sea. So such, 
strong winds as the Northwest trades which, during 
the summer months, prevail unremittingly in San 
Francisco harbor, are known upon the Atlantic 
coast. Large vessels reef their sails at such, times 
in crossing the bay close to Blossom Robt. The 
winter Southeast trades, although less continuous, 
are e'frually severe, often clearing the bays of all sail 
and causing, jarse ships to drag. . Such a storm 
snnK the United States steamer Cofnanche at au 
exposed 
wharf. 
Tito winds from both theee 
quarters sweep Blossom Rock; the strong flood tide 
of the Pacific, urged on by the seaward gale, pours 
through the Gate, while the ebb of a chain of bays 
and rivers 200 miles in length returns it wltn inte- 
rest. Roughened by a counter wind, and breaking 
fiercely over Blossom Rock, more serious. obstacles 
could scarcely exist; and yet the rock was- removed 
by Von Schmidt's plan. Protesting no knowledge of 
engineering, and speaking as residents of Califor- 
nia and observer of Von Schmidt's woris only, I do 
not presume to assert that hia device would apply to 
Hell Gate rocks as wet!. A more precise statement 
of the disadvantages combated successfully la :Sau 
Francisco, with no reflections upou the engineers 
engaged at Hell Gate, ia intended. It is generally 
understood npou tiie Pacific side that Von Schmidt 
commaiiced where the other unsuccessful engineers 
left oil; receiving 575,000. wnat they left of tlie origi- 
nal amount appropriated for removal of the rock, 
as his compensation.

He thinks both England 
ana Bussla will be drawn into the contest belore 
long, and on the side or Prussia, and that the result 
will be the complete ra.ll ol the Napoleon dynasty 
anil the accomplishment or Eruasla's long cherished 
extension or her dominion over the East. Admiral 
Porter told tne Baron that he had been study- 
ing the question very closely and that the 
opinion at which he had arrived was that 
England would be rorced to join In the fight through.

Twenty years ago a gentleman in moderate cir- 


cumstances, living in Jersey City, determined to try 
his luck In China.

Yesterday evening, about five o'clock, as the up 
passenger train on the Selina, Koine and Daltoa 
Railroad was approaching Cross Plains, Ala-, t 
white boy and n negro jjot into a light, and whe;, 
the tram halted the iie^ocs oil the lender juiupec 
Oil'ami look a hand In the fight, when other white, 
boys and men took parf, and the fight became gen- 
eral. Atnlfriita party, consisting or about n dozen 
or Wendell Phillips' children, created a sensation, 
and almost a panic, bv snooting at persons returning 
from churcn. Onlv one lady was slightly hurt. Tlu, 
citizens assembled ana shot four negroes whoie 
fu«eti to surrender. Over one hundred negroes were 
arrebted. A carpet-bagger named Luke, from Cana- 
da, who is teaching a negro school at this place, h 
under arrest us bciog the leader of the negroes in 
tills murderous assault. Cons.derable excitement: 
during the entire day. The people arc masters oi 
thu situation, and will hold the negroes to a strict 
accountability lor Uielr msaue folly. Numbers oi 
men uro arriving every hour, fully armed. A sherin'a 
posse will leave this eveulin? on the train for Kornc 
t o arrest the negro ringleaders, who escaped. The 
authorities are <felcrmwefl to arrest evcrv nejxro on- 
gaged in the riot, and settle the rmcrilion or while 
supremacy at, once.

We do not, approve of this 
style or summary punishment, hut then it. has grown 
so lasluonaMe with Incli oiticuils to pardon a raill- 
c:tl for the most heinous oflences and then consider- 
1ns Uie enormity of !he ollence and the high state of 
excitement naturally consequent, we cannot see how 
the whites could have uctod otherwise.

fFrom the Rome (Oa.) Daily, July 1J ] 


The latest information that we have been able to 
gather from the scene of the lale troubled at c'ros* 
Plains, Ala., is to the effect, that everything is ex- 
ceedingly quiet and orderly—the negroes are few 
and far between and the citizens have returned to 
their homes. We understand that two other ne- 
groes were captnretl and disposed of for the best in- 
terests of the community, inaJcing seven negroes 
and one white man who have been harried to 
their long home through 
the fanaticism and 


false teachings of tnat tvnlie man. \\1iea Luxe 
was taken from the Sheriu* by the citizens and was 
told that he must die he asked permission lor time 
to write a letter to his wUe, the request was granted. 
In this letter we are Informed that he acknowledged 
his guilt iu Inciting the negroes to make the nifflit 
attack on men, women and children returning rroni 
chnrch; that ne consigned his soul to the God who 
save it and iiis wire and children to the all-wise pro- 
tection or Heaven, and making a statement of Iiis 
earthly an'aira, announced hLs readiness for the ter- 
rible ordeal of death. Luke was a ranatlc of the 
deepest dye, and took a peculiar delight m arraying 
the negroes against theVhite people among whom 
he came to live, and nad Been warned by his friends 
and roes to desist ft-om the insane folly. He would 
reoly that the people dare not molest or hurt him as 
ne was a British subject and under the protection of 
the British government, lie has realized the utter 
futility of relying on his nationality to protect him 
against a violated and outraged people. There are 
also rumors afloat that some of the attaches of the 
Seinia, Home and Dalton Railroad, whose business 
office is at Patona, were notified that their room was 
preferable » their company. We have railed to 
trace it to a reliable source. 


THE CASPIAN FISHERIES. 


[East Lamolne (Me.) correspondence or Boston 
Traveller.] 


Quite a large number of fishermen are fittea out 
at this place for tne Banks, and several oi 'them 
niaSmg home within the last rew days report trouble 
on the fishing grounds. Fish are scarce, the weatner 
has beea thick, and iu addition to all the English 
government has forbidden them to buy bait within 
their jurisdiction. A man-of-war is cruising on the 
ground on* Grand Rfanan island, and every vessel is 
Hoarded. The threatened penalty is forfeiture of the 
vessels and tackle. This is a serious matter to the 
feuermen, and renders their business rather preca- 
rious. To reach the nearest American port and re- 
turn to the grounds with bait will, with fair sailing, 
'consume two days, and if they do not carry ice the' 
bait by that time will be nearly unfit for use. The 
reciprocity treaty provided that our seamen could 
land for wouil and water, and although no 
other articles were mentioned it seemed to 
be generally understood -that there were to 
be no restrictions in 
regard 
to 
bolt and 
other articles. Our fishermen do not understand it 
and are very indignant, and would test tne legality 
of the stricture but thai the prospect of ft long period 
of litigation is more than they can afford to stand 
under. Everything btio bait can be purchased, and 
this makes the action of the British government the 
more incomprenensibie. The latest report from the 
grounds is that iwo Cape Ann vessels nave been 
seized, but this is somewhat donbtiul. This is the 
first time that prohibition in this particular has 
been attempted. When interrogated in regard to 
the matter the reply is made that they are now 
going to put tho treaty In force; heretofore if. has 
been a dead letter. In addition to the man-of-war, 
which carries eighty-rive men, about eight sailing 
vessels have been fitted out, and these, looking so 
much like ilshermen, can come up with our vessels 
Defore they are aware, and, it detected fishing with- 
in three miles of the coast, will Be easily captured. 
The Englishmen are pretty arrogant, so cay our 
fishermen, and serious trouble la apprehended.
